SUBJECT: CIIB Meeting, 9 December 1967 


The following items discussed at the CIIB Meeting on 9 December are published 
for staff cognizance and appropriate action as indicated. This memorandum is not 
designed to provide a complete description of the projects assigned nor all the 
background covered at the meeting. Rather, its purpose is to serve as a reminder to 
facilitate staff coordination. Action should reference this memorandum and paragraph 
below. 


a. Subsequent to the WIEU I CTZ summary briefing, COMUSMACV expressed 
concern that the NVA may go all out in the DMZ area during t he forthcoming holiday 
season to inflict maximum US casualties . The psychological impact of such a campaign 
is obvious. COMUS indicated he had discussed this matter with CG III MAF and 
requested that appropriate plans be developed to counter this possible enemy course of 
action. MACV J-3 staff should be fully cognizant of III MAF plans and be prepared to 
provide additional fire support, if required. Fact sheet on overall III MAF counter-action 
plans should be provided COMUS NLT 18 December 1967. (ACTION: J-3. 
SUSPENSE: 18 December 1967). 

b. As an outgrowth of the above discussion, DEP to COMUSMACV for CORDS 
suggested there may be merit in COMUS issuing an appropriate pre-holiday press 
release on projected enemy activities in the DMZ. This would be designed to counter or 
negate the psychological advantages the NVA would hope to achieve by their offensive. 
MACOI should study this suggestion and make appropriate recommendations to 
COMUS. (ACTION: MACOI. SUSPENSE: 15 December 1967). 
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c. COMUS expressed concern about the adequacy of supporting fire available 
for defense of the Khe Sanh area. Recent enemy redeployments have increased the 
vulnerability of the area. He suggested that a move of 175mm guns to Camp Carroll 
might be appropriate. J-3 should check with III MAF to ascertain feasibility of this 
action. (ACTION: J-3. SUSPENSE: 1 5 December 1 967). 

d. CG and staff members of the I FFORCESV briefed on their concept of 
operations and supporting plans for YORK I. USARV staff also briefed on their 
supporting logistical plans. Following a detailed review of weather conditions projected 
for the DO XA during the projected time period of YORK I, COMUS directed a 
significant reorientation in the sequence of the total series of YORK operations. This 
reorientation is designed to be more responsive to the unique weather conditions that 
prevail throughout the various YORK objective areas. MACV staff and appropriate field 
commanders were directed to immediately begin planning for the revised operations. 
(ACTION: J-3 in concert with USARV, I FFORCESV and III MAF. SUSPENSE: 

Report progress and ECD NLT 18 December 1967). 

e. In conjunction with the projected YORK operations, discussion involved the 
timetable for the proposed expansion of the Hue port capabilities. Every effort should 
be made to complete expansion on a timetable responsive to YORK operational 
requirements, if such is not now the case. Also, it was indicated Chu Lai port facilities 
are now inadequate for projected YORK requirements. COMUS directed a review of 
the total port facility requirements pertaining to YORK operations and the actions 
necessary to meet requirements. A fact sheet on the results of this review should be 
prepared as soon as possible. This review should be in consonance with revised YORK 
sequence as discussed in paragraph d above. (ACTION: MACDC in conjunction with 
J-4 and appropriate field commanders. SUSPENSE: Report ECD 18 December 1967). 
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
